CAPITAL  ARBAYKD  AOAINST  LABOR. 

It  is  not  nfirded  here  that  a  gtmarut  argu« 
iMotdlnuld  be  mede  fa  favor  of  pupulaV 
inetitations  s  ^ai  there  ie  one  point  in  this 
conneotion,  not  so  back  ward  as  most  othen*, 
to  which  I  ai>k  brief  attKiiciun.  It  is  llie 
etfort  to  place  capital  od  an  equal  fooling 
with,  if  not  abjvtf  labor,  in  tb»  #iraeiiTe  dr 
the  tiovernuafiflLi  JliiliiWrtlptl  thut  laljor 
is  only  avkiHwtiniiNraofffhtb  capital ; 
that  nobody  labors  unlcao  eoiuobody  eUe 
owning  capital  induces  him  to  luLor.  Titia 
asrtumed,  it  is  next  considoted  whether  it  is 
beet  tttal  oapital  shall  indocra  them  lo  work 
by  tbeir  oKni  obitfeeut,  or  drive  them  to  it 
without  their  consent.  Having  proceeded 
to  far,  it  is  nuiuially  eonoluded  that  all 
laborors  ara.eiiber  hired  laboroid  wf  what  we 
call  slaves  i  and  further,  it  is  asiumad  ibat 
wbiMf  er  U  onoa  a  hired  I  borer  is  ttxed  in 
ihiit  condition  for  life. 

Now  there  is  no  such  reliition  between 
capital  and  labor,  as  asiitumeil,  nor  is  titere 
any  auob  thing  as  a  free  innti  being  hxed  tor 
life  in  tbe  condition  of  a  hired  Jatwrer  Both 
these  nsBuiiipiions  aw  fnbHn,  abd  all  liifKi* 
euces  from  tbem  are  groondless.  Labor  la 
prior  to  and  iiidepeinJent  of  fiipital.  Capiml 
IS  only  Uie  fruits  of  labor,  and  uever  uuold 
have  existed  if  labor  hud  uut  firat  existed 


lar^e  majority  bwiuug  to  u*«iiber  ctaaf-w- 
neither  w<  rk  for  othern  nor  Iwive  others  work, 
ing  for  Ihero.  In  moat  of  thi^  Soathern 
Slitlex,  a  n.Njorlty  of  the  people  of  all  colors 
are  neither  sliivea  nor  maxlerH ;  while  in  the 
Northern  Slates^  a  large  miijority  ire  oeilber 
hired  nor  do  ikev  hire.  Men  with  their  fainiT

Stephen  Cesser iy  a^ia<  John  MoDutf,  a 
fugitive  from  justice  in  California,  arreated 
some  ten  dei|«  l|io  b^  Mr.  Gay,  a  Sacra- 
mento deteeiive,  on  a  requiaitiun  from  the 
Quveroorot  California  to  the  Governor  of 
thia  Colony,  issned  under  the  extradition 
treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States,  was  brought  before  iir.  Pambeiton 
Tueeday.    The  erime  for  wbioh  the  pris- 
oner was  indicted  is  tiaen,  in  having  in  July 
Issi  asaia|^d  six  others  to  set  fire  to  houses 
on  See^  atref^  fiaorjuneoto,  11-hereby  three 
buildinge  wem  daeUeyedend  two  ligeeyloatt 
The  prisoner  is  about  21  years  of  nge  and 
has  ralhei^a  pleasing  expression  of  counten- 
ance.  This  is  the  second  case  of  extradition 
which  has  come  before  ihe  Courts  here. 
The  first  WHS  that  of  «'  Jim,"  a  IXydah  In- 
dian, arrested  for  piracy,  in  having,  in  De- 
cember, 1858,  bumedt  Wo  email  sohoonera 
on  Pu;;et  Sound  and  murdered  their  craves. 
The  requisition  waa  lilade  by  ^Acting  Gov- 
ernor MoGill  ol  Washington  Territory,  in 
.June,  1860,  but  owing  to  the  total  abaence 
of  any  diiecl  testimony,  our  authorities  de- 
clined to  give  the  man  up  and  he  was  set  at 
liberty.  /The  proOeedinga  in  the  present 
ease  were  as  follows :  .    ^ ,  .

A  Mmo  Muddler.— The  French  Acade- 
my has  proposed  the  fidlowing  quesiioQ  as 
the  theme  of  competition  foi  an  extraordi- 
nary priie  of  3000  fraiitw  (9600),  to  be 
awarded  iri  1863.  1  translate  it  texlually, 
but  your  readers  will  find  this  academical 
prise  query  somewhat  obscurely  worded : 
'■  On  tbe  necessity  of  reconciling  in  Ihe  his- 
torical orilioisin  of  literature  the  improved 
sentiment  of  taste  and  the  principle  of  tra- 
dition with  the  erudite  researches  and  his- 
liirical  iiiteliii^ence  of  the  genius  of  different 
nations.'
